SYSTEM WILL BE A FINANCIAL 
SUCCESS THIS YEAR 


Reports from Several Points in the 
Province Severely Criticizing the 
System — Government 
Closed in 
Beiief That System is a Failure— 
Farmers’ Side of Question. 


Winnipeg.—Will the 
elevators of Manitoba 
success this year? 

If the summarizing of the situation 
as it now stands, as made by D. W. 
McCuaig, chairman of the Manitoba 
Government Elevator commission be 
taken as a criterion—they will. 

Again, will the public-owned. ele- 
vators of Manitoba solve the market- 
ing problem for the farmer this year? 

lf the anathema uttered by 
growers in the districts where the 
car shortage is most keenly -felt, be 
taken as ‘a sign of the times—they 
most cetainly won’t. 

The first view of the situation, that 
was adopted by Mr. McCuaig, was 
most optimistic when he discussed 
the question recently. The chairman 
of the commission affirmed’ that the 
government's elevators were being 
filled to capacity and that the busi- 
ness done to date made a very satis- 
factory showing. In view of the fact, 
however, that the generous yield of 
the Manitoba wheatfields this year 
has called into commission every 
available container for wheat, this is 
not surprising. In fact, so great has 
been the demand for elevator space 
that at some points where elevators 
owned by independent companies had 
been practically abandoned from age 
or lack of business, a new lease of life 
has been infused in the has-beens, and 
they have been loaded to bursting 
point with the teeming grain. Many 
petitions were received by the com- 
mission for the establishment of new 
elevators, but few of these could be 
complied with. In the first place, the 
appropriation for the work of the 
commission ‘made by the provincial 
government at the close of the last 
session of the legislature, was $70,000. 
Mr. McCuaig recently stated that in 
improvements and rebuilding, $150,000 
had been spent by the commission to 
date. Four elevators had been fitted 
with more modern appliances for 
cleaning and weighing, and greater 
facilities. 

Two elevators had been closed dur- 
ing the season, those at Carroll and 
Rivers, said Mr.. McCuaig, the reason 
in each case being the lack of busi- 
ness. A recent dispatch from Tre- 
herne, however, would seem to indi- 
cate that the filing system of the com- 
mission was slightly out of gear. At 
this point the shortage ‘of cars is 
acute, the grain market being prac- 
tically blocked by their deficiency and 
farmers at their wits end where to 
put their wheat until the tension 1s 
relieved. Yet at Treherne there are 
two government-owned elevators—with 
a total capacity of one hundred thou- 
sand bushels—and empty. For some 
reason the commission has closed up 
shop in Treherne and kept closed. 

Later advices bring word of other 
grain storage dilemmas, while the gov- 
ernment clevators shelter nothing but 
the much-heralded new binning facili- 
ties. At Crystal City alone there ere 
three such elevators taking up. track- 
age for no apparent reason than - to 
provide a standing asset in the bal- 
ance sheets of the commission. Were 
these three elevators opened, the situ- 
ation at Crystal City would be immed- 
iately relieved. Why the elevators 
should be closed up at the busiest sea- 
son of the year, or, in’ some cases, 
even superannuated permanently, was 
not explained by Mr. McCuaig. His 
officinl knowledge in this respect did 
not extend beyond Carroll and Rivers, 
where he stated the elevators had been 
closed for lack of business. As no 
statistics regarding this year’s busi- 
ness were available at the offices of 
the commission, this is not surprising. 
The chairman, however, pointed out 
that the pressure on the clerical staff, 
due to the great increase of business, 
had precluded their: compilation for 
some time. : : 

With regard to the detailed business 
of the receiving elevators, Mr. Mc- 
Cuaig stated that, although many ap- 
plications had been received for the 
appointment of street buyers, the com- 
mission had not been able to accomp- 
lish much in this direction, capable 
buyers-not being easy to obtain. He 
affirmed, however, that wherever the 
commission could appoint a buyer it 
had done so. : 

With reference to the complaints of 
shortages, many of which had been re- 
ceived during the 1910 season, the 
chairman of the commission admitted 
that there had been a slight increase 
in the number, but he attributed this 
to the great increase in. business. The 
installation of the new binning facili- 
ties had done something towards les- 
sening this leak and reducing its con- 
sequent loss to the commission, 

Touching the competition of the in- 
dependent companies, Mr. McCuaig 
stated that one disadvantage the gov- 
ernment men were experiencing was 
the offering of track prices for street 
wheat, by the representatives of the 
millers. This manipulation was in- 
dulged in that the millers might ob- 
tain the. best of the wheat for milling 
purposes, This competition the gov- 
ernment buyers could not meet, not 
being in the milling business.

Important Announcement Is Made 
by Winston Churchill—Premier As- 
quith Speaks of Morocco—Britain | 
Has No Intention of Interfering | 
in the Affairs of China.—New Lord |

London.—A new Lord Mayor of Lon. | 
don, Sir Thomas Boor Crosby, M.D.,| 
has been inducted into office, and at 
tne Lord Mayor’s banquet Premire | 
Asquith made his fourth successive 
speech in honor of sucn an occasion. 

the prime minister gave a clear ex- 
position of Great Britain’s foreign 
policy. The Morocco agreement was 
tne topic and furnished a special op- 
portunity, the premier’s remarks com- 


ing Opportuneiy as a reply to the 


; speech of the imperial German chan-| 


cellor in the Reichstag. 

The settlement of the questions in- 
volved, he said, “it is a relief to Eur- 
ope, for it removes, perhaps the great- 
est obstacles to the smooth working of 
kuropean diplomacy. Our own grati- 
fication at the result is none the less 
profound and sincere, because we 
have been suspected in irresponsible 
quarters of looking coldly upon the 
negotiations and even of a disposition | 
to hamper their success. Nothing can 
be further from the truth. There is 
no secret about it either. Where Brit- | 
ish interests are involved it is our 
business to safeguard them. Where 
we have established friendships and 
understandings we seek to maintain 
them loyally and intact. But friend- 
ships are not exclusive or jealous. We 
have. no cause to quarrel with any na- 
tion, nor with such a history and such 
an empire as our own, have we any 
disposition to curtail or fetter the na- 
tural and legitimate aspirations of 
others.” 

Mr. Asquith referring to China said 
that the British government had no 
desire and no disposition to interfere 
in the internal affairs of that country. 
The government would restrict its 
cause to protect its subjects. 

He emphasized Great Britain’s neu- 
trality in the Turkish-Italian war, ad- 
ding that the government desired to 
co-operate with the powers on the 
question of mediation, which was dif- 
ferent from intervention, but was use- 
less to make proposals which were 
known to be unacceptable to either 
belligerent power,

words of Hagar and Zachariah. Now 
We see Ezra, a priest in the direct line 
from Aaron and also a scribe of the 
law of God (vii, 5, 12), returning with 
the permission and good will of Artak- 
erxes, king of Persia, and with him 
over 1,700 of the people. The decree of 
the king made nothing compulsory in 
the matter of returning, but gave full 
permission to all who were minded of 
their own free will to go up with Ezra 
(vii, 15). Ht is thought that the story 
of the book of Esther fits in between 


Ez. vi and vii and the statement in 
st. i, 7, 8, that there was royal 
wine in abundance (or wine of the 


kingdom—margin), according to ‘the 
state of the king, but that every one 
did according to his own pleasure in 
the matter of drinking gives an idea 
of perfect freedom. Note the abun- 
dant bestowment and freedom of ac- 
tion granted to Ezra by the king, 
‘“Whatsoever shall seem good to thee, 
* * * that do after the will of your 
God. And whatsever more shall be 
needed * * * bestow it out of the 
king’s treasure house” (Ez. vii, 18, 20, 
23). The object of all this bounty was 
the house of God which was at Jerusa- 
lem (Ez. vii, 15, 16, 17, 19, 23, 27). The 
man of God was Ezra, who had pre- 
pared his heart to seek the law of the 
Lord and to do it and to teach it and 
in whose hand was the wisdom of 
God (Ez. vii, 10, 25). The great cause 
back of all others was ‘‘the good hand 
of the Lord God upon him” (Ez. vii, 
6, 9, 28; viii, 18, 22, 31), by which the 
king granted him all his request, by 
which also he was made strong, by 
which the right men were brought to 
him, and, as we shall see in this les- 
son, by whieh he was brought safely to 
Jerusalem without ‘an armed escort. 
Compare the hand of the Lord upon 
the prophet Ezekiel in Ezek. 1, 3; iii, 
14, 22; viii, 1; viii, 1; xxxiii, 22; 
XxXXviii, 22; xxxvii, 1; xi, 1, just seven 
times. If we are willing to be made 
strong only for Himself, that people 
may know His as the doer of all that 
is done in and through us, we may ex- 
pect His hand upon us for the sake of 
the man of His right hand (Ps. lxxx, 
17; cix, 27). Because Ezra had said to 
the king, ‘“‘The hand of our God is 
upon all them for good that seek 
Him,’’ he was ashamed to ask for a 
band of soldiers and horsemen to pro- 
tect them against the enemy, so they 
fasted and prayed and afflicted them- 
selves before God, and He was en- 
treated of them (Ez. viii, 21-23). When 
Nehemiah went to Jerusalem he ac- 
cepted an eseort of captains of the 
army and horsemen, and it is writ- 
ten that the hand of God was upon - 
him also (Neh. ii, 8, 9). Elijah was as 
truly cared for by God in the home of 
the desolate woman at Sarepta, where 
she ministered to him, as when eared 
for by the ministry of birds at Cher- 
ith. With a mind stayed upon Jehov- 
ah and a whole heart for Him, there 
is always perfect freedom to do as oe- 
casion serve, in reliance upon him (1 
Sam. x, 7). The silver and the gold 
and the vessels, worth over two and a 
half million dollars, were placed under 
the care of twelve priests, with ten 
men to assist them, with instructions 
to watch and keep and deliver safely 
to the chiefs.at Jerusalem in the 
chambers of. the house of the Lord 
(verses 24-30).

It should 
be so now, with all that the beliey- 
er is and has, according to I pet. i, 15; 
ii, 9, for we are in a special sense set 


apart for Himself (Ps. iv, 3). With 
more eare than these men watched 
over these treasures. He is ever 


watching over His people, whom He 
calls His peeuliar treasure (Ex. xix, 5; 
Deut. vii, 6; Tit. ii, 14, R.V.), and He 
will land all His goods safely at their 
destination, for no power can pluck 
out of His hand. In our lesson story 
everything was delivered by number 
and by weight (verse 34), and He who 
said, ‘‘Those’ that thou gavest me T 
have kept, and none of them is lost” 
(John xvii 12), is the same unchange- 
able one who cannot lose : anything 
that is truly His. Ezra’s journey oc- 
cupied four months ,and all the way 
they were kept and delivered from the 
hand of the enemy and of such as lay 
in wait by the way (vii, 9; vii, 81). 
When Paul was nearing the end of his 
sojourn in a mortal body he said, “T 
was delivered out of the mouth of the 
lion, and the Lord shall deliver me 
from every evil work and will pre- 
serve me unto His heavenly kingdom” 
(11 Tim, iv, 1%, 18). Fzra was eshamed 
to ask for an escort of soldiers because 
it looked to_ him like a lack of trust in. 
the Lord. It would do us all good to 
get ashamed of our “little faith,” bat 
we also need to get ashamed, as Ezra 
did, of conformity to this present age | 
and its ways (ix, 6).
